the document dated April, 1965, in an envelope postmarked 
Shreveport, Louisiana, which contains no indication of the 
sender. He became alarmed that what purports to be a con- 
tract with the North American Aviation, Inc., should have 
been made available in one way or another for public dis- 
trimition. 


It Is noted that in the sheet headed "Escalating” 
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the statement Is made that the document, referring to the 
contract , had been "discovered** quite accidentally by some 
corkers In the Downey .

"The Welding Distributor" purports to be published 
by the Welding Engineer Publications, Inc., Post Office Boa 28, 
Morton Grove, Illinois. The postmark on the publication in- 
dicates that it is mailed from Rochelle, Illinois. 


For the information of offices receiving copies of 
this communication, there is enclosed for each of such offices 
a XeroK copy of the sheet headed "'Escalating* the Viet Ham 
War • " 


A review of the so-called contract Indicates that 
it is some sort of a projection, presumably of the nuclear 
situation up to the year 1965; also of the possibility of a 
bilateral U. 3. -USSR agreement on the exchange of military 
missions. 


It is recalled that some time ago there was some 
publicity in the press that the O* S. Air Force had commis- 
sioned some firm, not recalled, to make such a projection.

STATEMENT OF BILLY JAMES HARGIS 

$ 

On Friday or Thursday, July 18 or 19, I was at The Summit Hotel, Manitou 
Springs, Colorado* Around 10:00 a.m. in the morning, the telephone operator said 
there was a call for me from Boston from Campus Crusade for Christ* I went to the 
phone in the lobby of The Summit Hotel as there are no phones in the individual 
rooms. The voice on the other end said he was a representative of Campus Crusade 
for Christ in Boston. I didn*t catch his name. Since Campus Crusade for Christ 
is a respectable organization and thoroughly a Christian organization, I assumed 
that it was a legitimate call and the man was a legitimate representative of the 
group. He said they were having a convention in Boston in September. He either 
said September 14 and 15, or September 21 and 22. 

About this time I became aware that there was another voice on another phone 
listening in on the conversation for every once in a while he would mumble something 
to the guy who was talking to me. I still was not suspicious, however, that they 
were anything but what they claimed. They asked if I could speak at their 
convention in Boston. I asked them how long the convention would last and one 
of the voices said four weeks* I thought this was an extra long convention, but I 

■t 

felt that what they meant was that they would have campus activities in the Boston 
area for a four-week period. 

I told them that I did not speak at any youth meetings except those that were 
Christian or conservative - I didn't have time to waste among these radical groups 
or before belligerent radical college audiences. I guess I was sleepy and just 
wasn't thinking. Ordinarily I would have become suspicious long before I did. As 
I look back on it now, I realize that I told them my schedule for the rest of 
August and all of September. I told them that I would be at a Convention in Tulsa 
August 1-4 and couldn't come then and then I would spend most of the month at The 
Summit Hotel where we have the Christian Crusade Youth University during August. 

I also told them about the We, The People Convention that I am speaking at in 
Chicago, September 20-22, and I said that it was possible that I could fly up there 


on Sunday after -my church service in Chicago. X understood there were several 
non-stop flights from Chicago to Boston and I could fly up and speak on Monday. 

I asked them if they knew Bill Bright, who is the head of Campus Crusade for 
Christ and then they said they didn't know him. Then I became suspicious. Finally, 
the voice that had been talking to me left the line altogether and this low sounding 
mumbling voice did the talking. He said, M 0h, it has all been a mistake. This is 
not Campus Crusade for Jesus Christ. This is Campus Crusade for John Christ who is 
running for the legislature And; with that, they hung up.

VASHZNG. it has long been used in the Soviet Union and in

he captive population. 

Sensitivity training is now being given to teachers (espcci* 
dly sex education teachers) as well as students. 

2. The Leftist National Education Association has been 
he moving power behind the sensitivity, training program for 
eachcrs and students. The NEA has consistently pushed the 
Icstructive ideas of Karl Marx and John Dewey onto inno- 
:ent children. The NEA sensitivity training program was 
.taited by the National Training Laboratories (a sub-division 
)f NEA). 

3. In Darien, Connecticut, 36 public school teachers were 
orced to attend a sensitivity training session in June 1969 in 
nder to get credits for increased salaries as instructors in sex 
rJucaticn. 

One of the teachers forced to participate in the session 
a ter reported: “We weren’t allowed to talk. Only joy 
Khicved by touch was acceptable. . .Anything that was plcas- 
ng to the touch or to the emotions was the tiling to do. . . 

“Tne leaders enjoyed themselves sensually. One train- 
r. . .never left the side of one young girl, but remained 
capped in a blanket with her at every meeting experiencing 
cy. 

“All outside responsibilities were ignored, or told to be 
? orgotten. Live only for the moment and experience joy. 

“Expose yourself to your group. . .Self discipline was not 
icceptable. 

“When my trainer. . .attempted to. . .kiss me - and 
wouldn’t stop trying - I walked out in shock. . 

4. Body awareness games used in sensitivity training are 
low being used in high schools. Games involving touching, 
feeling, smelling, rolling around on the floor, crawling into 
piles; etc. are being taught to boys and girls together between 
'he ages of 14 and 18 years. 

5. Sensitivity classes in public schools include such degen- 
eracy as placing small groups of boys and girls in broom 
t’.osets with instruction tc pet and touch each other. 

6. The Federal Government is now financing sensitivity 
training; In 1967 the U.S. Office of Education started fund- 
j g sensitivity training for 7th and 8th grade students in the 
Darden Grove School District of California. A requirement 
r or mandatory student attendance to sensitivity training ses- 
sions k vs attached to the federal funds. 

7. Sensitivity training poses grave danger to young 
people. In Evanston, III, a high school English teacher, 
Thomas Klein, started sensitivity training in his classes. Klein 
earned part of his sensitivity training at a week-end session 
sponsored by the National Training Laboratories (subdivison 
:f NEA). 

Alter a few sessions in class, Klein’s students started their 
own sensitivity training course. 

| One teen age girl became hysterical and abusive to her 
parents after one session of sensitivity training in her home. 

Several other teen-agers who Jook part in the session said 
they were unable to sleep that night. 

One boy awoke to find himself wandering in the middle 
of tewm, several blocks from his home at 3 a.m. He did not 
remember getting out of bed and leaving home.

SOME F ACTS ON SEX EDUCATION 

1 It was suggested at a meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for Humanistic Psychology that sex education retires 
teachers who sense and transmit their own sexuality . Perhaps 
sex education teachers will have to prove theii sexual ability 
to school principals before they get the job. 

Some* people attending the meeting advocated teaching 
the sex act in class. Sound fantastic? Remember that today s 
liberal sex fantasies are tomorrow's liberal dictated school 
rules.

7. The ultimate threat from sex education appeared in an 
article in Nude Living (No. 54, Vol. 9, No. 2) written by Iris 
Bancroft. Nude Living is published by Elysium Inc. which is 
very closely associated with SIECUS (Sex Information and 
Education Council of the U.S.). The great part ot se ^ educa- 
tion materials used in today’s schools comes from SIECUS 
which is also the strongest force pushing sex education. 

The article suggests “SCHOOLS FOR SEX.” “Many of 
the teachers would have to be accepted on the recommenda- 
tion of others - until we cotild establish some standards. But

“For health reasons. ..it might be wise to require that 
pupils refrain from all outside experimentation lor the dura- 
i‘.or. of the lessons, in order to protect the teacher.”. . .
